FORT WORTH, Tex., March 23.~Bill 
Thomason, the gambler who shot and 
killed Jeff D. McLean, County Attor- 
ney, and probably fatally wounded Ha- 
mil Scott, a deputy, while they were 
making a raid on Thomason's gambling 
establishment yesterday afternoon. is 
Still alive this morning, though the phy- 
siclans report hourly that he can live 
but a few hours. 

The mob, which surrounded the. City 
Jail as soon as Thomason was placed 
in it after being shot by two _ police- 
men, thinned out after midnight, when 
it was announced that Thomason could 
not live until daylight. Heavily guard- 
ed, the gambler was removed to the 
County. Jail, a half-mile away, where 
there are better hospital facilities. 

These evident preparations to save the 
life of the gambler seemed in contra- 
diction of the stories that he cannot 
live and there is this morning a_ be- 
lief that his condition was largely ex- 
aggeratedg, so as to prevent action by 
the infuriated mob, which surrounded 
the City Jail. For the present, how- 
ever, there is no danger of that sort. 
Daylight found the town quiet as ever, 
but trouble may occur if it is found 
tonight that Thomason's condition is 
very much better. Hamil Scott, the 
deputy who wag wounded while fol- 
lowing his chief's assassin, is in a very 
dangerous condition, and, until an op- 
eration is performed later in the day, 
it will be impossible to tell how serious 
his injuries are. He is paralyzed from 
the breast fown. 

Expected No Trouble. 


The raid, which resulted so tragically, 
Was one the quietest of the many in 
which McLean’ has ‘participated. That 
McLean did met expect any trouble is 
shown by the fact that his wife, whom 
he married less than a year ago, ac- 
companied him and while the parapher- 
nalia was being loaded into a big mov- 
ing van, sat in a carriage a few yards 
away, waiting to -take her husband 
home.

Garneau and Edward J. 
O'Neill, Democratic candidates for the 
School Board, met Saturday afternoon 
in the office of former Judge O'Neill 
tvyan and signed an agreement to with- 
draw fro mthe Democratic ticket. The 
Democratic City Central Committee 
will name in their places E. M. Gross- 
man and W. Palmer Clarkson, the pres- 
ent Democratic members of the board. 

Chairman Howe of the Republican 
City Committee has accepted Grossman 
and Clarkson, and will put their names 
on the Republican teket. The office of 
the Board of Election Commissioners 
remained open beyond the usual hour 
Saturday to record the wthdrawals and 
substitutions on both tickets. 

The board met Saturday morning and 
refused to reconsider its action in put- 
ting the name of A. L. Abbott on the 
Republican ballot instead of O'Neill. 
Six members of the Democratic com- 
mittee appeared before the commission- 
ers to protest against the authorization 
of Abbott as a candidate. Attorney 
Joseph W. Jamison represented the 
committee at teh hearing. 

The Democratic committee Friday 
threatened to seek an injunction to pre- 
vent the placing of Abbott’s name on 
the Reublican ballots, but decided not 
to do so. 

Members of the committee also talked 
of refusing to place the names of Rob- 
ert Moore and C. W. Johnson, Repub- 
lican candidates for the School Board, 
on the Democratic ticket. This was 
proposedw as a measure of retaliation 
for the action of Chairman Howe and 
the Republican committee in objecting 
to O'Neill.

Sanderson Testifies. 

Arthur Sanderson took the stand tn 
own defense just after the noon recess.

Arthur Sanderson and his wife were 
there. I was in the act of taking off 
my overcoat when Arthur Sanderson 
said to me, ‘You have betrayed me,’ 
and then said to me, ‘By G—, I am 
going to kill you.’ He shot at me three 
or four times. One shot took effect, 
striking me In the body. He had the 
pistol in his hand when I started to go 
into the sitting room, |

POLICEMEN FREED 
“AFTER “SWEATING” 


Board Room Closed During Six- 
Hour Session to Keep 
Out Noise. 


STIFLING HEAT RESULTS 








Geist’s Testimony Against Ser- 
geant Smith Fails to Con- 
vince Board. 


Nothing worse than a literal ‘‘sweat- 
ing’ in a stiflingly hot room was the 
punishment of the three patrolmen 
who were arraigned before the Police 
Board Friday afternoon. As the board 
suffered equally with the accused po- 
licemen, honors and discomforts ap- 
peared even. All three were acquitted. 

During the nearly six hours of the 
session the windows of the boardroom 
were closed to keep out the noise. 
This acoustic measure resulted in 


making the room almost unbearably 
hot. The board met at 1:30 p. m., 
and adjourned at 7:20. 

The first case taken up was that 
against Patrolmen Robert L. Agee 
and Paul Girard of the Mounted Dis- 
trict, accused by Thomas Coyle of 3347 
Williams place. Coyle said they were 
in a saloon-at 2901 Union avenue 
while not on police duty, and charged 
Agee with assaulting him and Girard 
with urging Agee ‘“‘to give it to him.” 

The events with which the case dealt 
occurred Saturday night, Feb. 23, when 
rain and sleet, followed by a freeze, 
had made the sidewalks like giass. 
Coyle, who was the first witness, swore 
that he and two friends, John and Dan 
Neill, who board at his house, left 
the Union avenue saloon a few minutes 
before midnight. He said the police- 
men followed them and that Agee 
stepped up to him and struck him three 
times, once over the left eye and once 
on either side, knocking him down. The 
O’Neills, who followed Coyle, said they 
saw the policeman strike him over the 
eye, but did not see any other blow. 
Dan O'Neill admitted that Coyle had 
fallen down once or twice. 

The policemen testified, corroborated | 
by other Witnesses, that the three men 
were drunk and tumbling over each 
other on the icy pavement.

In substance the 
amendments should be as follows: 

(1) A clause providing that no arbitrary charge 
shall ever be made on freight or passenger traffic 
transported over any bridge constructed or acquired 
by or controlled by the railway. 

(2) A Clause providing that after a reasonable 
term of years—say 25—the city shall have the right 
to acquire the railway Property by paying its cost 


with interest. 
These amendments are in harmony with publis 


opinion, with the best municipal practice in grant- 
_ ing franchises, and would mark a most beneficial 


advancement for the City of St. Louis. 

The prohibition of an arbitrary charge would, in 
the event of the building or acquiring of a bridge 
by the Manufacturers’ Railway, forever abolish all 
arbitrary charges on Mississippi River bridges in 
this city, if the arbitrary were not previously abol-

The signed .statement issued by ex-Senator Bur- 
ton of Kansas on his release from the Ironton Jail 
explains the philosophy he has reached during his 





retirement. 

It is so elevated that perhaps it is much easier 
for an active and really able mind to think it out 
in jail than to live up to it afterwards. Perhaps 
Senator Burton may do 80, however. He ought to 
have all possible encouragement in the attempt. 

When he reasons the operation of everything, 
right and wrong, in American politics down to what 
seems to him the final cause, it is that “bad pol- 
icies make bad men and bad government, while true 
policies make good men and good government.” 

This is a discovery worth making and Senator 
Burton will have enough to do if he spends the rest 
of his life, as he says he intends doing, in oppos- 
ing bad policies, without regard to men. 

Beyond this, there will be enough for everyone 
else to do in Kansas and out of it. For if bad 
policies make bad men, bad men make policies bad 
and force the worst results from even the best pol- 
icies. 

If Senator Burton lives wholly up to the level 
of the philosophy of politics announced from Iron- 
ton, he may hereafter reach a point where he may 
do much in an inconspicuous way to help the work 
of those who rely for results on good men and 
good policies, and, at the last resort, on good prin- 
ciples regardless of policy.

PROTECTION FOR THE PUBLIC. 

A serious defect of criminal law is shown when a 
fine and brief imprisonment are imposed by the 
court at Union, Mo., in the case of two St. Louis 
youths concerned in the killing of two men in that 
county. 

The evidence showed no malice in the case and 

purposeless killing in a moment of frenzy, shown 
by the evidence to be one of the low degrees of 
manslaughter, the law treats lightly. 
It is not a question, however, of inflicting pain 
or penalty on a criminal, but of protecting the pub- 
lic. Whether criminal or not, the person who, with- 
out malice, is liable to the sudden frenzy which 
results in homicide in “heat of passion” or merely 
as a result of excitement, is the person who of all 
other man-slayers is most dangerous to the public. 
There is no sudden cure for a moral disease of 
this kind. The object of criminal law ought to 
be to cure it if possible; or, if, not, to protect the 
public from it at any rate. At least the public 
ought to be protected from cases of access to dead- 
ly weapons on the part of such irresponsible per- 
sons.

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SUMMER LIGHTNING 

The unseasonably hot weather, usually culmina- 
ting in electrical displays, makes two articles on 
electric pranks played by human beings, in the 
Sunday Pos.-Dispatch, timely and interesting. 
One of these articles, in the Post-lispatch M_ga- 
zine of March 10, told what Nikola Tesla, who has 
acquired a reputation as an electrical wizard, is 
planning. The other article, which will appear in 
the coming Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine, dis- 
cusses the very remarkable electrical experiments 
recently performed in a St. Louis theater by anoth- 
er “wizard!” This man lights his cigar with a 
spark from the tip of his finger, puts out an elec- 
tric lamp with a wave of his hand, and declares 
that the electrical tension which he passes through 
his body without injury measures as high as 75,000 
volts. 
The two articles easily prove to the average 
reader that he khows little or nothing of electricity. 
For example, Tesla says that a man subjected to 
the rapidly alternating pressure of an electrical 
oscillator of two and a half million volts “pre- 
sents a sight marvelous and unforgettable. One 
sees the experimenter standing on a big sheet of 
fierce, blinding flame, .his whole body enveloped 
in a mass of phosphorescent cloud. From his ears, 
nose, and hair issue irridescent wriggling stream- 
ers like the tentacles of an octopus. Bundles of 
light stick out from his spine. As he stretches 
out the arms, thus forcing the electric fluid out- 
wardly, roaring tongues of fire leap from his finger 
tips.” 

But how is this? Two thousand volts, 





half million volts merely give him a saintly halo 
with a playful corruscation of weird-looking fire- 
works.

recently discovered comet's orbit will in- 
tersect the orbit of the earth at the 
Same time the earth is due at that point 
between the calf and the fishes, to the 
imminent detriment of the latter, calls 
to mind the historic terror inspired by 
these erratic visitants of the solar sys- 
tem in the past; although at this time 
no terror is inspired by the learned pro- 
fessor’s announcement. 

Just how much terror was created by 
the comet which appeared 48 years be- 
fore the birth of Christ is not known, 
but as the Romans believed it to be 
the metamorphosed soul of Caesar, slain 
by Brutus in an election row not long 
before, all who have read his commen- 
taries can form a fair estimate of the 
fear engendered. But history records mi- 
nutely the widespread alarm when the 
comet of 1456 made its appearance, and 
the daily prediction was that it would 
destroy the earth. Pope Calixtus III 
ordered that the Ave Maria be repeated 
three times a day, instead of two, and 
to the prayer was added: “Lord save 
us from the Devil, the Turk and the 
Comet,”” which trio was daily excom- 
municated till the harmless comet had 
rounded the sun and gone away into 
space, leaving the world as it found it. 

The comet of 1680, with a tail 96,000,000 
miles long, did not excite 80 much 
alarm, as history recalled that of 1456 
and science had robbed the monsters 
of their awfulness to a great extent. 
Yet the comet of 1856 was in this coun- 
try largely regarded as the flery har- 
binger of war, and the war of the Re- 
bellion, coming five years later, to the 
superstitious, confirmed the idea.

Past Winter Remarkable. 


The past winter has been the mildest 
in St. Louis for 10 years. Superficial 
'Yealization of this condition is substan- 
_ tiated by some unusual records at the 
Weather Bureau. 
While there have been similar periods 
within the 10 years when the average 
temperature was nearly the same, other 
radical departures from ordinary winter 
conditions distinguish the recent sea- 
Son. 

Fewer freezing days and less snowfall 
than any preceding winter of the past 
10 years, presented a notable feature. 

Failure to score zero since Feb. 15, 
1995, is cited as having a significant 
bearing upon the extremely temperate

Employer Sues for Money He 
Charges Walking Dele- 
gates Got From Him. 


Employer and two walking delegates 
are pitted against each other in Judge 
Shields’ eourt, where the case of Wil- 


liam Burke against Frank C. Fay and 
Charles Dalton is on trial. Burke is a 
plumber, in business at 1811 Pine street. 
Fay is business agent of Gasfitters’ 
Union No. 8 and Dalton was, until re- 
cently, business agent of Plumbers’ Un- 
ion No. 35. Burke is trying to get 
back from them $200 which he says he 
paid them under duress. 

According to his story, told on the 
witness stand, the men came to him 
and demanded $200, which represented, 
they said, the expenses of making an 
investigation of his ‘‘fairness.’’

Dalton and Fay were indicted on the 
charge of xetortion, but the indictments 
were quashed by Judge Moore of the 
Court of Criminal Correction on the 
ground that the correct offense was not 
charged. This matter is now before the 
Court of Appeals.
